A caucus of the leading. sil- 
ver Democrats demonstrated to them 
they could contro] the convention, and 
they placed in nomination Sen.

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State to Demand Trial 
Start at Once. 


In Judge Joseph B. David's court 
this morning Russell T. Scott will en- 
ter the first phase of his last battle 
to escape hanging for the killing of 
Joseph Maurer, drug clerk.

4 DOUBLE DECKED LOOP. 


South Water street to the new railroad terminal 
district south of Van Buren street. Some of the 
property owners, including J. V. Farwell, Victor 
Lawson, and J. Harry Selz, are for it. Others are 
opposed. 

When South Water street with two levels has 
been Opened the city probably will get a better 
idea of the two deck street than it has now. The 
short lower level of Michigan avenue carries con- 
siderable traffic which could not be allowed on the 
top deck and which would add a serious strain to 
the other bridges if it had to be thrown on them.

FEDERAL LEGISLATION BY 
RIDERS. 


The District of Columbia law withholding pay 
from any teacher who taught anything in disre- 
spect of the Bible was passed by congress as a 
rider to the 1925 appropriation bill for the district 
schools. That’s probably why most of us did not 
know there was such a law until suit was begun 
under it. 

The first civil government of the Philippines 
was established by the Spooner amendment, a rider 
to am army appropriation bill. The Platt amend- 
ment providing for the control the United States 
may exercise over Cuba in both its domestic and 
foreign affairs was also a rider to an army ap- 
propriation bill. 

Under the present Illinois constitution the title 
of a bill must describe it and nothing not covered 
by the description is valid law. Such restrictions 
are in other state constitutions. That prevents 
trickery. Before Illinois adopted such a consti- 
tutional restriction there might be a bill to change 
the time of the term of Circuit court in Saline 
county and it might contain a street railway, fran- 
echise. There is a story that a legislator unwit- 
}tingly voted for his own divorce in voting for a 
farm drainage bill or some such matter. 

Law making by riders on bills which have noth- 
ing to do with the import of the amendment so 

attached is a bad method. Congress uses it because 
it is easy. It is a good way to slip things over 
and a bad way to legislate.

Since light excites the reaction, it is 
advisable to keep the room dark. The 
room should be kept cool because heat 
excites the disease. Keeping the entrance 
to the nose greased with vaseline or some 
other neutral grease helps. Spraying an 
oll into the nose is of some service. 
Spraying the inside of the nostrils with 
an adrenalin solution gives some tempo- 
rary relief. It is not habit forming. Co- 
caine also gives temporary relief, but it 
is habit forming and should not be used. 


Washing the face with cool water gives 


some relief. Coke advises that a bow! 
be filled with cool salt water and the 
face be submerged in the water for a 
few minutes just before retiring. The 
eyes can be opened in weak salt water 
without causing irritation. The salt wa- 
ter can be drawn into the nose without 
being unpleasant. This kind of a face 
bath prepares one for a night's sleep. 

These measures can be applied in the 
home by the patients themselves. Work- 
ing people cannot well carry out the in- 
struction to remain in a dark, cool room 
with the windows down.
